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Victoria's Wealth. 

The Queen of England is nfc this time 
the ricbe'st woman in the wortd, totally 
apnrt from tlio sum sLo nDininllj' receives 
from the couutry. Whcu tlio Priuco 
Consort chose South lieuaingtou as 
the site for Iho great exhibition, ho 
iavestod a large amount of money in 
lands thereabouts, and that money haa 
by this time increased forty or fifty fold , 
and bring in n l ovonuo adequate in 
itself to cover tlio oxpi-u-e.s of a good 
sized kingdom. The Queen herself is 
an excellent manager, and had she 
begun life with £.5(.)0 she would by this 
time have made it llotl.OOO, for slio has 

■ a turn for moni'Vinaking, iiud never 
loses a chance uf iuciea.sing her store. 
It may be doubted whether hIiu upends? 
much, if auy luore than ii25,U00 a 
year, for she rarely receives anybody 
even to dinner, and, although she has 
to keep up a large staff of servants, 
$125,000 will go a long way even bore 
to defray all expenses of tbat descrip- 
tion. I uieuiioned this .sum of £l25,UOt) 
the other day to a frioud of mine, who 
knows a good deal more about tlio 
Court than I do, and ho laagUed at it 

, as being absurdly high. However that 
may be, the Queen received .£l]Sr),OOQ 
a year from the nation, about .£-10,000 
fro'm the Duchy of Lancaster, and not 
less than £200,000 from her inv;!st- 
ments— or $3,125,000 a year. The 
Prince of Wi^lea receives $.10,000 from 
the nation, about XGO,000 from the 
Duchy of Cornwall, and his wife £11, 
from tho nation— allogethor £110, 
000, and upon tbat ho has to keep a 
large family and to receive and enter- 
tain numerous visitors and guests, give 
garden parties, baUs, dinners, and 
iiicur vast expenses generally, which 
ought properly to fall on the monarch. 
No wonder that he is relatively a poor 
man. Tho prospect before him is not 
very brii^ht, for tho Quoen may ruigu 
for twenty years to come. Sbe ia only 
fifty-eight, and as slrcng as a lion, in 
perfect health, and probably hopes to 
reign as long as lu r disitinguisbed au- 
cester, George III., who was on tho 
throne GO ytars; [-.eace to his memory! 
And certainly no one wis hes auy evil 
to happen to the Queen, or to see the 
shortening of her days; for, after all, 
it is by no means certain that tbo 
change, whenever it may come, will 
neoeesarily bo for the better, — L. J.

A Heated Region. 

As the rock below the 1,900-foot level 
of the Hooded mines in no doul- heated 
up to about tho sanic ti unjerature as 
the water under which it lives, namely, 
about 157 di'grees, I'''ahrenh(-it, it is 
likely, after tho water is out, to be a 
long time before it cools dnwn suffi- 
ciently to allow of iiiLMi wt)rking in the 
levels now subiii('r;j;ed. Soiuething may 
be dop.9 by forcing cold air down into 
tho lower levels, but they are not likely 
to become cool enough for men to work 
with any de;^reo ofconifoi t until tho 
'drifts are opened and such connectioua 
made as will insure tho circulation 
through til'' lower regions of a steady 
current of air from Lho Hurfaco. Tho 
condition in which the lower levels will 
be found can only be surmised. Even 
.thouah the drifis arc not caved, they 
•will doubtless bo fcaiiid to bo tilled to 
a coiisidorat)!;i d(;ptli \sitlr hot mud. In 
cooling otr these heate<l regions there 
will be another ojiiiurtuiiity for the dis- 
play of tho iugitiiuity and inventive 
genius of our mining en:,'inoers and 
superintondeuts. — Virj^'iiiia Enterprise.

This neglect on tho part of 
that worthy quintet, was pieoe aaH parcel 
wMh all their acta wiiere an ekpenditure 
of money wae concerned. . They actually 
selected the site for a dry-doek and gnvo 
out a SSO.OOO contract for a oofferdam 
•without baviog oonsultod the owuors of 
the site or negotiated for its purcliaso! 
Men who would not be balked in their 
crass stupidity by such a trifle as ihe pro- 
prietory right to land, wouhl uiuvly not 
hesitate to fettild & S30,0U0 schoolljonso in 
a position hemmed in by pi ivalo property 
aod aeceSM to which on tlireo sides can only 
be had through tliogoodniitureiland indul- 
gence of privati' paitio=. Lit auyono ex- 
amine a map of Victoria e.nd ho will dis- 
cover thut access can bo hud totlie achool- 
house ouly fiooi Yutes street, whicb 
street, one block below the reserve, i>ar 
rows down to a lane, one-half the \vidtli.

This 
Pan-Britnnnio uiiilientinn, tho dying de- 
sire of the greit Chatham, tho aoniiment 
for which united empiro Americans a 
century ago sacndced homo aud kindred, 
this noble aspir.ition is now becoming 
more deeply fi lt, and ils rea'izatinn more 
longed for by English-Bpoaking jicoiilo at 
home and abroad. It is for the United 
Kingdcm and the Dominion to take tho 
initiative. The Australian colonies will 
soon join in and Colomb'.s most sensible 
and pretsing warnings will bo carried out 
ill their entirety while yet there is time. 
Enlightened Americans of the Uoitod 
Stales, well aware that tiiey alrondy have 
enough of social aud political problems t) 
worii out, look with favor on this Uritish 
federation in nvoment, knowing that Britons 
are their own co-workers iu all that tends 
to the upraising of humanity; and that 
each of the groat kiudred Atiglo Saxon 
nittionalities learning, one from the other 
what to imitato and wdiat to avoid, may 
thus "strive together in well doing." 
Eliliu Burritt,the well known learned and 
])liilauiliropie New Englander, has in the 
C'liiiadian Moidhly for Augnt.t last an arti 
cle ou tho "Integration of theBrilisli Em- 
piro" that docs him inlinito credit. There 
is more pith in Ihi,'; short, es-uy than in 
Sir Francis Iliueks' roecnt lukewarm 
dealing with the great subject iu tho same 
P' riiiilieal; or than iu tomes of able aod 
well-meaning Goidwin Smith's jeremiads 
about di-iutegrntion in other monthlies. 

Editor, I may in part of tho fore- 
going liavo s eiuod to digress, but the di- 
gression, if a y, bus been more seeming 
th in iohI. Tho Canadian Pacitio Railway 
by the bfst possible route from ocean to 
ocean, and soon to ba completed by "a 
strong piijl and a pull altogfthor," is in- 
deed tho first step und the sine qua nvn to 
the much needed consolidation of thu em- 
pire.
